TTie problem Is one readily recog¬ 
nizable by every observant being who 
looks about him at the mass of mis¬ 
ery caused by the insufficient incomes 
of aged men and women.

Perhaps the only figures of much 
value are those gathered by the 
Massachusetts Commission and pub¬ 
lished in its report. The cases of 
; 3.746 non-dependent poor, lixiy-five 
I years of age and over, were examined, 
jwith the following results: Among 
individual males, 39.3 p<T cent re¬ 
ceived less than $5 a week, 40.7 
cent received from $5 to $ro a week, 
and 21 per cent received more than 
$10. Among females 79 per cent re¬ 
ceived less than $5. »8.7 per cent from 
$5 to $10, and only 2 3 per cent more 
than $10. The weekly average for the 
males was $7.31: that for the females 
$4 50. Those living in couples or fami¬ 
lies hid larger income*, but the avei-

to support life derenlly. These are

f ROM correspondence in labour 
Leader: A great sensation was 
caused yesterday all over Greece 
by the utterance of the Greek prime 
minister in the national assembly. It 
was rumored that Mr. Venizeios had 
declared himself a Socialist, and that 
the national assembly had expressed 
a willingness to abolish private prop¬ 
erty. In consequence, there was a 
rush of visitors to the house of Mr 
Drakoules, Rue Didot, and I was not 
surprised to hear that he was engaged 
in explaining what had happened, as 
the name of Dr. Drakoules has been 
identified with the Socialist Ideal for 
so many years. 

I found him at his desk, calm and 
unconcerned, as if he knew nothing of 
this great Socialist triumph. Every¬ 
thing in the room, esp^^cially the great 
number of English books, periodicals, 
and newspapers, gave an impression of 
Oxford life, explained by its occu¬ 
pant’s many years resident at Ox¬ 
ford. 

**Ifow do you reg.ird yesterday's 
occurrences at the assembly, Dr. Dra- 
koulca?* 

*‘I suppose you refer to ihe aboli¬ 
tion of private property.’* he replied 
with a smile of amusement rather 
than of satisfaction. 

"Just so. You can deny no longer 
that Mr. Venizeios »s a Socialist?" 
Academic Socialism 
*T do not think I have ever denied 
it. But what of that? .Mr. Veni¬ 
zeios himself denied it wlien he was

its protectioo. There * is nothing 
strange in the fact that such an as¬ 
sembly now delights in academic dis¬ 
cussions about private ownership and

"What, then, is -your view of af¬ 
fairs?" 

"I find the situation rather amusing 
and also gratifying.'* 

"It IS amusing because since public 
opinion is now tinged with an anti- 
plutocratic spirit, a prime minister, 
even if an arch-capitalist, w’ould find it 
advisable to express a sort of sym¬ 
pathy with Socialism.

Then, hs to the intej^rity of society. What of the integrity of 
society rttaiay ? 5v'<jcty as a moral aiiair or a ythysical thinff. VVhat 
of it? (Today sticiet)' is tom into contendinR factions. Men may try 
to evadc'it, hiit it is true. Down at the bottom of it is the great fim- 
damentaj’ divisiott between the working class and tlie capitalist class. 
The StK^alisis alone regard that division as against the best interests 
of socici^i. Everybody else says it is there but you should not pay 
any attention to it. Socialists point out the fact, and offer a remedy. 
Already tberc is the gre« fundamental division: also there are great 
factions, (.'apitalist society today is tom into these factions which 
fight eaclU other and war on each other. The dominant faction con¬ 
sists of those that can get possession of power. Kor example, the rail¬ 
roads seek the power to establish higher rates. The men who are 
interest^ to Iiave their goods carried cheaply fight against the power 
of the raillroads to prevent the railroads from using the social power 
to raise rates. Society is torn into myriad factions. Society lacks 
that unity which alone can make society what it shoidd be. Capitalism 
rends it info warring classes and factions. The Socialist movement 
comes to that society, tom by warring classes and factions, and says 
there is a Imis upon which unity is possible. That Iv^tsis is the collec¬ 
tive ownenthip and operation of the tools of industry. Once that is 
e.stablished the fundamental division into classes di.sappearst once that 
is cstaldishcti. the stmggles of different groups of capitalists for pos- 
.scssion of l’»- social energy disappear also, and society assumes its 
integrity as al. whole, as an entity, by reason of the fact that the cause 
of the divisitn into factions and cla.sses has ticen removed. The 
greatest proposition, the onlv' proposition for the restoration of the 
integrity of society is that made by the Socialist movement. You can 
denounce iintU the crack of doom: vou can denounce classes, you can 
denounce the unhappy conditions, but unless you strike at the cause, 
all your atten-pts to cure the effects will in the end prove fmitless and 
uscicss. We point out the fact that the factions and the classes that 
exi.st in society and that have made all the .social fret and turmoil of 
the world are vat the base raiised by the economic conditions, and by 
making the necessary change, that ttirmo'l and war and division will 
pass away and.society will as.snme its integrity as a whole. 

Then, again, the Rev. Father Oasson savs that best Soci.tlisls are 
to be found in ^lie orders of the-Catholic church. Veiy good. There 
are many good ^socialists in the orders of the Catholic church, and I 
hope their number will increase. •■Vnd when 1 sav Socialists. I mean 
my kind, the only kind. There arc not fifty-seven varieties. There is 
but one. 

Then further he points out, and this is a philosophic discussion, 
that we are ba.sedaupon materialism; that is. he declares that we affirm 
materialism. Nixw, there are two kinds of materialism. Tltere is the 
materialism that declares that the earth and universe are made up of 
matter, and that tjie matter contains inherent force, and that there is 
ncthing outside ofVihese forces or things. Now. this is not ScKialism. 
For heaven's sake.; don't say I said that it is. This is what is called 
scientific maieriali-an. that which a lot of philosophers talk about among 
themselves, sometiVres write books about, and I am not responsible 
for them. Now that kind of materialism is anti-relipous in the sense 
of the spiritual, because it affimis a universal, material force in which 
there is no room for.spiritual existence. All is force and matter. Tlw 
Socialist position tihen it affirms the material phase, the economic 
interpretation of hi^iory—that does not deal with the question as to 
whether there is a G!od or not, but deals only with the facts of human 
development and poiots out that the economic conditions that surround 
the people in any ccaintry, and in any period of the world’s history, 
affect them; that it iswme of the factors that determine their characterr 
The means by which they get their Jiving, their economic environment, 
tends to make their cl»racter. That is economic interpretation of his¬ 
tory. Tliat was calledt the materialistic conception of history, but that 
is n( 3 t materialism in (the religious sense, and yet religious rnen deli¬ 
berately rlwist the phrtate and charge us with denying tne possibility of 
the existence of a spidtual power. There are some Socialists that are 
materialists, no douU. I am not to blame for their opinions, any more 
than they are to blamcrfor mine. But the .Socialist movement does not 
stand for that. If it (fd it would say so. You can be sure that the' 
Socialists of today and lof yesterday do not hope to get Socialism sur¬ 
reptitiously. We do notthold up a little toy and say. "Here it is," and 
thus lure you into some-place you don’t want to go. That is what the 
old parties do. You jud^ us tw the standards that you have followed. 
TTiey hold up a little toy in one hand, and it says on it, “Friends of 
labor," and with the other they make a big club to come down on your 
head at the first strike. 

I am not a malsriaSst in the religious sense, but I do recognize 
the econstmic facts that the economic condition at any period of time 
does affect men. Now n4iether it is the sole factor or not, is not the 
qtiestion. I don't think k is. And that is the Socialist materialism. 
For example, take the war of the Revolution. In so far as we could 
understand, it was to some extern made possible by reason of the 
different economic interests of the king and his supporters and the 
American colonics. John Hancock and some other Americans were 
engaged in the tea businrtis. The English government wanted to get 
the profit. John Hancock used to smuggle in tea. The English govern¬ 
ment sent over a cargo of tea. and calW off the smugglers, and .so the 
smugglers started a war, and that is all there is to it, as far as they 
were concerned. 5>ckne othets fought for principle. And so you could 
go down through the history; of this country, and you can find evidence 
that economic conditions ofi society in this country have affected the

^ The Public and the Budget 

In the making of a budget, it is im- 
1 portani that all who are concerned 
• with it. both the general public and 
all city nfficiaU, should understand 
thoroughly w'hat the budget is. 

, Because the budge* play* an ini- 
I rnrnsely important part in the busi- 
nc'S of the city, the people, to the 
1 farthest extent possible, should be 
given opportunity to take part in the 
making of the budget. 

Toward this end. a budget exhibit 
will he held this year in Milwaukee. 
Through charts, diagrams, displays, 
.md various methods of illustration, 
the people will be shown where the 
money goes. 

Taxpayeri and Extravagance 
They will be shown where the 
m^ncy has gone during the past *cai 1 
I and they will hive a chance to see 
w’here the money is to go the com¬ 
ing year. If any taxpayer does not 
like the way his hard dollars are be¬ 
ing spent by his elected officials, he 
will have full opportunity to express 
himself during budget making time. 

.Ml discrepancies and sins of ex¬ 
travagance may be then accurately 
urrivetl at. Such an exhibit w*as held 
in New York city last year. Mayor 
Gaynor's secretary called it “a new- 
kind of cc»nfidence g.ime”—the city 
officials taking the public into their 
confidence! 

Thia confidence game will be played 
in Milwaukee thU year. 

Taxea Depend on Budget 
Properly and correctly, a city 
budget should be made before the 
tax Icx^r. The* tax levy should de¬ 
pend on the amount of money de- 
i manded by the budget, 
t Through the budget we find out 
I 1k»w much the city needs. Then the 
I taxes are levied to get what is needed.

Property Accountability

It 
employs and has in service more than 
4.000 people. 

Trace Every Dollar and Penny 

A city and corporation like this 
ought to employ strictly the best effi¬ 
ciency methods known. .Ml transac¬ 
tions ought to be marked by accuracy. 
In all money deals there ought to be 
such checks, vouchers and ictords that 
every dollar or penny can be tnced 
through all the channels and wind¬ 
ings it has traveled.

A MunicipAl Curiosity 
,Th^ budget of a city i* a statement 
of how much money the various de¬ 
partments w*il) need during the year 
and what they will need it for. If 
ever a Municipal Museum is es¬ 
tablished in Milwaukee it should not 
fail to provide a place for the 1910,

People Laughed at It i 

This 1910 budget, the original offi¬ 
cial copy was found Uxisely rolled 
and somewhat crumpled, in the rear; 
of a desk drawer. When this piece 
of city bo<»kkeeping was held before 
audience* in school houses last ..in¬ 
ter, per>ple were amused. 

They laughed. They could hardly 
believe their eyes. They would later 
come up and examine it more closely. 

They wanted to make sure that this 
bunch of loose, crumpled sheets was 
the oitivial budget for the city of 
Milwaukee for 1910. 

Only a Memorandum 
Here was a statement C4)ncerning 
the expenditure of over eight million 
dollara. It w'as not prepared with any 
idea of being preserved and con¬ 
sulted. 

It was a slovenly, temporary mem¬ 
orandum. It was not a careful,, ihor-| 
ough. detailed, permanent record. 

A Real Budget 

The 1911 budget prepared chierty' 
under the direction of Deputy Comp¬ 
troller Everts excites the admiration 
of all who know what it mean*, who 
thoughtfully consider its purpose. 

It is a volume four inches thick, 
bound in heavy canvas boards. It is 
perfectly indexed and goes thoroughly 
into details. 

It is the best and most complete 
single record covering finances of the 
city government of Milwaukee that 
ha* ever been compiled. In plan and! 
logical arrangement, it is a surpass- ] 
ing accomplishment.

The origin of the trouble dates back 
several months. Karly in Kehruary 
Mr. Joseph M. Carney, reporter in 
judge Turner’s court, presented a bill 
of $20 to the clerk for extra services 
rendered by one of hi» a-sistants for 
tw*o days* attendance upon an outside 
judge. Mr. Wicber declined to en* 
dorse the hill, stating that the re¬ 
porter receives his regular salary and 
he had no proof" of two judges hold¬ 
ing court at the same time on the two 
days in qnestnm. .And further, that 
the bill was made out to Mr. McGill, 
Mr. Carney’s assi»tant. and therefore 
he would have to ca*h the same. Mr. 
Carney left and later Mr. MoGIU 
came. After being catechised as to 
what s^rvice.s ll.^ bill represented, he 
ststed he «lid not feci .iu*iitied in claim¬ 
ing the amount, and he left. A few 
days later, how’cver. he again ap¬ 
peared and stated he had talked it 


over with Mr. Carney and th.nt they 
bad decided on drawing ihe money. 

So the bill w*as paid. Mr Wicber « 
suspicion*. lu»we\cr. being armi'ed. 
set To w'ork investigating. He f«>*nd 
that in many cases bills h.nd been p.iul 
for aitend.'ince on two judges cn the 
same dav without the records slinw- 
ing that two c(»arts had been in se* 
Sion on the same days. burthcrir.tTi, 
tha't on April i6. n>io. the same tr- 
porter drew $254.50. and also on l-'cb* 
ruary 12, ipio. $4-1.75, to which nr .1;*- 
peared not u* be entitled, although 
Judge Turner h.id O K.’d the bill" 

Mr» Wicber, therefore, felt in tsuty 
bqan l to communicate wiih .Uidgr 
Turner, calling attention to the .n* 
parent questionable doing* id hi" re- 
p<»rier. These court ceporter*. by the 
w.Tv, are app'Unted by the v.vrw.n* 
judge* and are responsible to them 
It appears that Judge Turner dcclsned 
to have anytliing to do with the m.,t 
ter and apparently did not accept the 
information in the spirit in wliuh it 
was Ki\cn. 

So the matters rested until iu"t 
prior to the pa**age of the cv-iiit re¬ 
porter bill in Madison.
